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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by Walker et al 
USPN (6,328,648). 

Regarding claims 1-15 and 27, Walker, in col. 3:58-67 and col. 4:1-67, discloses a system 
and method comprising based on a metric that represents a value of a game of chance, 
optimizing a payout distribution with respect to the metric wherein the metric represents quality 
of a player experience. Walker, in col. 4:1-67 and col. 5:1-67, discloses the metric evaluates 
payouts for successive plays of a game, a quality of experience for average players who receive 
more frequent payouts, a fraction of players experiencing payouts in a succession of plays. 
Walker, in col. 6:1-67 and col. 7:1-67, discloses the metric is chosen based on the mount risk and 
identity of games, payout distribution comprises a number of payout levels, frequency of 
payouts, levels of payouts, and optimizing includes simulating a number of plays. Walker, in col. 
7:1-67, col. 8:1-67 and col. 9:1-67, discloses applying different termination rules for respective 
groups of players, at least one termination rule provides for termination when a player has 
reached a predefined number of plays with no payouts and the metric comprises aggregate 
payout among all of the players. 
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Regarding claims 16-26, Walker, in col. 7:1-67, col. 8:1-67, col. 9:1-67 and col. 10:25- 
67, discloses the metric comprises the aggregate number of plays of all of the players, frequency 
of payouts, optimizing includes generating simulations of player experiences, applies a genetic 
algorithm to the player experiences, based upon predefined constraints. Walker, in col. 7:1-67, 
col. 8:1-67, col. 9:1-67, col. 10:25-67, col. 11:1-33 and col. 12:1-62, discloses each of the 
simulations of player experiences is terminated after a number of plays and the number of plays 
based on the occurrence of a sequence of plays without payout, length of time elapsed during 
play and depletion of initial budget.
